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1. Tbs purpose of this project Is twofold! a) to obtain economic data, 
especially labor statistics, on the DDR} end b) to obtain personality and or- 
ganisational information on the State Planning Ceaniseion (Staatliehe Planting e 
Kcraal salon) of the East German Government (DDE) . 

2. CADUCITY is a 37 -year-old Qexnan new <g|p.cyed as chief of the Production 
Planning Section of the State Planning CwlHjjn, which is responsible for eco- 
nomic piemrteg at the highest governmental laAftl. The primary function of the 
Production Planing Section is to ascertain the production capacity of all in- 
dustrial units in the Soviet Zone of Genumy. The section works closely with 
the Hini striae of Heavy Industxy, of Light Industry, and of Heavy Machinery. 

3. CADUCITY contacts tbs ease officer by prearrangenent at a safe house In 
Berlin. There are no sub-agents involved. The agent has aecsss to the special 
agent phone. The case offloer represent# U.S. Intelligence . The agent le mo- 
tivated largely by financial con stderatiams and to sons extant by ideological 
faetcra. The agent has signed receipts far money received. Also, his ocmp e ne s- 
ticn is being deposited and held until termination of bis week. Commitments have 
been node to provide secure travel to Vest Germany for tbs agent, bis wife and 
child, to p ro c ure a residential permit and a tes timoni al of service. 

4. Project CADUCITY has bean in operation sines 1 January 1951 on a devel- 
opmental basis. Since that time, the agent has submitted five reports, ell of 
which have been disseminated. Thebe include a report on DDR over-all production 
in 1959 and production goals for 1955 end a report on production figures of the 
flve^rear plan. 

5. The cost of Project CADUCITY for the period end i n g 30 September 1952 is 
estimated at $1,375 (compensation, $1,125} and operational expenses, $299). The 
OSO Budget Officer states that sufficient funds ere available.
